The Filtceenth Amendment can 
never be legally a part of the Con- 
stitution for the follow ing reasons | 

1. it is a surrender of a fundamen- 
tal reserved light of the Slates, and 
that cannot be accomplished without 
the unanimous consent of all the 
States. To no three-fourths oi the 
Legislatures wan delegated the pow- 
er to change the Constitution in this 
regard. 

2. The Legislatures of all the 
Southern States whb*'> have adopted 
it have done so under duress — of 
force and compulsio.i--whieb viti- 
ates all contracts, and which the 
Federal Government had no right 
to employ. 

3. The Amendment was not sub- 
mitted to the President of the (Jutt- 
ed States for his approve!, which 

ourse is requite 0* by the Constitu- 
tion. 

4. If the Southern Snatfl wen- 
not in the Union at the time of the 
adoption of the Amendment, tie \ 
had no right to ratify, and v. 
them the necessary constitutional 
three-fourths has not been obtain- 
ed. 

We have little docbt that, erelong, 
the questions to which we refer will 
come belorc the Supreme C-urt of 
the United States, and wi'l be de- 
termined in the sense in which we 
indicate. The Amendment has ;,1 
ways been a fraud Most of i s rat 
ifications by State Le/islati res come 
from States that either had rejected 
it upon a popular vote or were know u 
to be opposed to it. They were 
elected before the question was sub- 
milted, and their sue -ess had uo re- 
ference to the issue. There is not to- 
day a half dozen States that would 
affirm the doctrine of Mgro Hufruge 
on a popular vole. It may go into 
the Constitution, but it >:oes there 
as a Brand and mi.-re[ircseniation of 
the people, which w ill be easily cor 
rectetl when the Government is ad 
ministered upou constitutional prin- 
ciples.
